It is this that finally 
kikes the ambition out of us, and 
many sink into hopi h ssness. 

OF an analytical turn of mind — 
and there are many of these 
around to-day — this man, who is 
now my intimate friend, set about 
trying to determine, from what 
Christians told him, what true re- 
ligion consisted of. Then:; were so 
many human contradictions ap- 
parent. There wore so many "must's 
and clout's," creeds and tenets, of 
man-made origin, pressed upon him 
that he finally fiot lost in a fog of 
confusion. And little wonder, is it'.' 
Then my friend decided, as a be- 
ginning, that if ho was to succeed in 
his desire to overcome he would 
have to srnrf somewnere and accept 
a Supreme Power — even if he did 
not then understand it— which he 
would call God. He began to live by 
what he could accept about God. 
That's it — first, God, even if He is a 
mystery to our understanding; then 
go on from there to learn to know 
Him well. 

THE story from here on is what 
I want "to point out as a lesson 
in faith simplified and made easy. 
My friend pledged himself that if 
this power proved to be potent in 
correcting his wrong way of life, 
then he would believe that he had 
found God. 

His first duty of the day was to 
turn his besetting handicap and the 
spiritual direction of his day over to 
God and leave them there. He went 
forth to face the new day with con- 
fidence, for it became God's busi- 
ness then to keep Him sober and in 
other ways help him to walk up- 
rightly. He thus was in God's 
hand;;, 

From this point on I cannot do 
better than to let my dear friend 
and very earnest associate worker 
in my particular field of Christian 
endeavor, give his own testimony: 



a drink — became God's lookout. 
It it were removed altogether, and I 
suffered no more temptation, then 
there would be no further need for 
me to continue in the work of help- 
ing other alcoholics to find sobriety, 
which work was God's way for rnc 
to work out my own Salvation. But 



for this thorn of temptation, I would 
have no further need for the Lords 
Grace. So, I guess the temptation is 
an alarm to me that I am not self- 
sutlioient— that I am still, and must 
continue to be, dependent upon the 
sutticiencv of God. 

"To drink or not to drink is now 
out of inv hands. I have left that 
matter with God. It is His problem, 
not mine— and He is able. 

"I'm sure that the Lord is going 
to keep me sober to-day. And if I 
feel that. I could use a drink I know 
that thorn of mine— my temptation 
—is warning me that I'd better quit 
being lfizv"and get out and help 
some other alcoholic who needs 
God, too— and begin at once a 
clean-up of my own mind. 

"There are many of us who can- 
not understand all the beliefs that 
the many exponents of religion tell 
us we must accept before we can 
claim God as our strength. We have 
had to start without any conception 
of God other than that of other peo- 
ple who claim to know Him. 

"All I know is that there is a God 
somewhere, Who, much to my sur- 
prise, has a personal interest in me, 
and will help me as long as I desire 
His help and do my part to the best 
of my understanding of the light I 
have from Him. The daily consistent 
reading of my Bible guides me in 
the use of what I can understand.'-' 

DO I have to add to this that as 
I come to know my friend bet- 
ter he grows daily in the knowledge 
of God? Of course, he does, when he 
leaves his way to God's keeping and 
expects Him to fulfill the Scripture: 
"In God is the strength of my 
Salvation." 

I like this simple statement of 
faith that proves its worth because 
it works in the lives of drink- 
beleaguered men who "become as 
little children" in their trust of the 
power of our Father God.

RECENTLY spent a week at Wash- 
ington, D.C., as the house guest of 
Justice Frank Murphy of tin 1 Su- 
preme Court. One evening we got 
to tallying about General George C. 
Marshall, who is the executive head 
of the largest army that was ever 
assembled in the history of tlie 
United States of America. 

Justice Murphy said to me: "I do 

not see why it is that we talk about 

Chiang Kai-shek as The Christian

justified slogan in describing him, and still do 

not seem to be very appreciative of the fact that 

our own General Marshall is also a Christian 

leader. 

"Perhaps it's because we expect our Generals 
to be Christians, and we do not expect Chinese 
and Oriental generals to be Christians," I sug- 
gested mildly, inwardly delighted to find Justice; 
Murphy that much concerned about the non- 
chalant way in which we in the United States 
regard the fact that the head of our armies is 
a Christian gentleman. 

Then he added, "I don't know what the 
middle initial 'C stands for in General Mar- 
shall's name, but if it is not descriptive; of 
'Christian' then I don't know men and I don't 
know what being n Christian means." 

"Maybe we'd better nickname him 'General 
George Christian Marshall,' " I suggested. 

"It would not be inappropriate," added 
Justice Murphy with evident deep sincerity, 
"for he is much more than a fine soldier, a great 
executive and an experienced army man. He is 
a Christian gentleman in the finest sense of the 
phrase. I'm positive, for I know him." 

"To just what: denomination does he be- 
long?" I asked. 

"Ho is an Episcopalian and proud of it. He's 
not like some leaders whom I know who are 
members of churches but who fry to keep the 
matter a deep military secret. 

"General Marshall's church membership is 
no military secret. He is proud of being a church 
member, attends church regularly whenever his 
duties permit and worships reverently."

Gen- 
eral Marshall has the churncteiisties of Oliver 
Cromwell, George Washington and Chiang Kai- 
shek; and we are glad to know that fact in these 
crucial days. 

Among (die confidential facts that I obtained 
in Washington to buttress this ideal arc these 
excerpts Hem statements made bv General 
Marshall himself: 

'The soldier's .'icurf. the soldier's spirit, the 
soldier's soul are everything. Unless the soldier's 
soul sustains him he cannot bo relied on and will 
fail himself and his commander and his country 
in the end. 

"To-day. total war is not a succession of mere 
episodes in a day or a week. It is a long-drawn- 
out and intricately planned business, and the 
longer it continues the heavier are the demands 
on the cligraeter of the men engaged in it. 

"With each succeeding month, with each suc- 
ceeding year, it makes always heavier and more 
terrible demands on tlie mental and spiritual 
qualities, capacities and powers of the men en- 
gaged in it. 

"War is a burden to be carried on a steep and 
bloody road: and only strong nerves and deter- 
mined spirits, like unto the spirit of a Man who 
long ago carried the heavy burden of a Cross 
up a steep and bloody road to His own Cruci- 
fixion, may endure. 

The Spirit is Mightier Than the Sword 

"It is true that the war is fought with phy- 
sical weapons of flame and steel: but it is not 
the mere possession of these weapons, or the use 
of them that wins the struggle. 

"They are indispensable; but in the final 
analysis, it is the human spirit that achieves the 
ultimate decision. 

"It is not enough to fight. It is the spirit 
which we bring to the fight that decides the 
issue. It is morale that wins the victory, and 
morale means a use of the spiritual powers in- 
side of even' soldier. Without that we fail. 

"We are basing the discipline of the in- 
dividual on respect rather than in fear; on the 
effect of good example 
given by officers; on 
the intelligent compre- 
hension, by all ranks, 
of why it must be car- 
ried out; on a sense of 
duty, en ospirit de 
corps. 

"This new discipline 
enables me to leave 
with all parents the 
assurance that the men 




in tin- army whieh we are building for tlie de- 
fense of a Christian nation and Christian values, 
will fight, if they have to tight, with more than 
their bodies and their hands and their material 
weapons. 

"They will light with their souls in the job 
llie.v have to pio, and we who have them in 
charge, want their parents and fid ends tn know 
that everything, ultimately, depends on the soul, 
tor 'out fil' the heart are the issues of life' as our 
Ilible puts it." 

| AS a Christian minister, say that this is sin- 
*> cert' speech. And what is more, I know 
enough about General Marshall to realize that 
he means every word, of it. down in his heart. 

He practices what he preaches; and he dors 
it with a vengeance, as all army men know. 

Two statements which have boon made about 
General Marshall by chaplains who have served 
as his aides and who wore close to him for years, 
have convinced me that these public utterances 
are true. 

The first was made when a chaplain was 
complaining because he did not have enough 
physical equipment (a matter whieh was and is 
being remedied rapidly under Genera! Mar- 
shall's personal direction): "A good chaplain 
does not require a church; a poor one will empty 
a cathedral." 

It seems to me that this applies to everyday 
civilian preachers as well as to war-time chap- 
lains, and it would be a significant statement to 
carve in stone on every church and cathedral in 
this nation for all time. 

The second statement concerning General 
Marshall that a chaplain gave rne is this one: 
"The General hasn't much sympathy with re- 
ligion that is a mere lip service, formality or 
ritual, in spite of the fact that he belongs to the 
Episcopalian Church which specializes in form 
and ritual. 

"1 once heard him say: T don't give a hoot for 
a man's religion either in war or peace if it does 
not set him em fire with a passion to do and die 
for Christ.' " 

THERE is something even more personal in 
General Marshall's religion. This fact has 
been illustrated by several incidents which have 
been told to me by chaplains who have worked 
with him. 

One remarked: "General Marshall was al- 
ways a faithful attendant at church services. He 
and his wife and the members and families of 
his stall' set a fine example for all the members 
of the command. 

"He used to delight some of the soldiers'

Pays Tribute to The Army in 
Chungking 

WW E cannot even ask your aid 
TT now." replied Madame Chi- 
ang Kai-shek to a Chicago woman- 
Salvationist's suggestion that Home 
Leagues in America might lie aide 
to send supplies to the suffering in 
China, "for with the loss of all tier 
ports, unoccupied China is cut oil 
from the world, accessible onlv by 
air," 

But she told bow Salvation Army 
comrades over there are still work- 
ing at full capacity, in this sixth 
year of China's war, notably with 
the thirty thousand orphans who 
are especially Madame Chiang Kai- 
shek's care. "Some of the most diiii- 
cult children have been handed over 
to the .Salvationists in Chungking 
for guidance," said the General- 
issimo's wife, and she added with a 
smile, "if The Army cannot handle 
them, then who can?"

One group, the box fishes, 
have hard armor over their heads 
and fore parts of their bodies — and 
very little fiesh inside once this 
tough case is cracked. 

Two other groups, the puffers and

Then there is the Chinaman tish, 
which besides hem." tine to look at 
puts up a t;ame tight when hooked. 
One of the difficult tilings about 
these two tish.es is that they can lie 
eaten by soivie persons, with impun- 
ity, but are poisonous to others. 

One of the oddest cases is that of 
the goattish or red mullet, a tish of 
verv wide distribution. Of it. Mr. 
Whitley says, -The flesh is edible, 
indeed' delicious. ami provided 
leasts for epicures in Roman times, 
hut it has been found in Hawaii that 
eating the brain is followed by de- 
lirium and mental paralysis." 

No fish is known to be able to in- 
flict n venomous bite, but there are 
plentv armed with external spines 
ui- barbs, that apparently secrete 
poisons to make the wounds they 
inflict much more serious. 

Anions these are stingrays, cat- 
fishes, scorpion fishes ami a number 
of others. There are also a few 
species, such as the aptly-named 
surgeon lish, that have razor-sharp 
little blades near their tails, which 
they can thrust forward when 
struggling against capture, and in- 
flict severe, though unpuisonod, jabs 
and slashes.

ORIGIN OF MEDALS 

Custom of Honoring Warriors For Bravery Began With 
Alexander the. Great 



ALEXANDER THE GREAT, the 
general who ran out of worlds 
to conquer at tlie ripe old age of 
thirty-lhree. was something nf a 
pioneer. He began the custom of 
awarding medals l'"r heroism on tlie 
battlefield more than 2,()l)IJ years be- 
fore 1 the start of the present world 
madness. 

The historian Josephus tells us 
about the origin of military awards 
in "The Antiquities of the Jews." 
He relates how Jonathan, the high 
priest, shared in sonn uf Alexan- 
der's wars of aggression by suc- 
cessfully leading the Jew in battle. 

Alexander was at least grateful 
enough to send a golden button to 
his friend as an honorary reward 
for liis front-line services. A few 
years later he sent Jonathan a sec- 
ond button for similar service in be- 
half of tlie Greeks. 

Other warlike peoples liked the 
idea of handing out military med- 
als, copied it and thus perpetuated 
medals for valor and campaign 
badges throughout the subsequent 
centuries of strife. The Greeks even 
went a step further and substituted 
the use of medals for the laurel 
wreaths once given their champion 
athletes in the ancient Olympian 
games. 

PROBING PERSONALITY 

BY PEN PRESSURE 

ANEW scientific way of studying 
handwriting has been develop- 
ed by a Harvard University profes- 
sor. Instead of looking at the width 
of a stroke or noticing the way an 
"i" is dotted, thi.s expert's appar- 
atus measures the pressure exerted 
by the writer on the pen. Thi.s, he 
found, actually tells something 
about the personality of the writer. 

Measurements were taken of how 
hard the writer bears clown on his 
pen, how much variation there is in 
this pressure, and at what speed he 
writes. 

These tend to remain relatively 
constant when writing normally, 
but vary when tlie writer .substi- 
tutes a pencil for a pen, or con- 
sciously tries to change the pressure 
applied.

there were a year ago. 

While the decrease is small, it is 
hoped that this year marks the 
start of progressive diminution of 
sightless people, and that the Insti- 
tute's prevention-of-blindness pro- 
gram is beginning to show results. 



GLITTERING CARGO 

THE largest and most valuable 
shipment of diamonds ever to 
leave South Africa — the Land of 
Diamonds— -has arrived in Canada.

Cinahasha (Captain and Mrs. 
Mudyiwa) is one of the furthermost 
Corps of the district, and can only 
be reached after the crossing of a 
fairly wide river, with a very steep 
bank. Again the car stuck, ' and it 
was only after live or six hours that 
we wore able to move it on its way 
— and then only with the aid of a 
dozen oxen. The program, however, 
was carried through in spite of this 
delay, for Captain Makoni went oil 
with the Cadets and conducted 
meetings in adjacent villages. This 
district is somewhat sparsely popu- 
lated, and, judging by the .size of 
the congregation present at the 
night meeting, everybody must 
have come to The Army. It was a 
great meeting. 

Bai'i (Teacher Mushonga) — the 
latest opening in the district and a 
go-head concern — is situated under 
a massive, towering rock at the 
highest point in the Reserve. The 
influence of the Corps is reaching 
out into the lite of the surrounding 
community, and already numbers 
among its Soldiers and adherents 
Africans who are Government 
demonstrators and supervisors. One 
of these opened his house to the 
European visitors. It was good to 
hear the strains of a distant cornet 
and to see The Army Flag flying 
gaily as it was borne through the 
bush.
